CLEANLINESS 


Cleanliness, which is essential to 
health, is something more than a 
matter of aesthettics.

It appears that 
the people of Canada as a whole are 
almost unanimously in favour of 
some action which would remove the 
stain from Canada’s name which has 
been left through her association with 
the rum-runners across the border. 
It is out of respect for that public 
opinion that the bill met such favour, 
although it may not be the best way of 
meeting the situation. 

Of course, the possible political ef- 
fects must not be lost sight of. To

Mr. Gardiner, speaking for the 
United Farmer Groups, asked for the 
abrogation of the Treaty on the 
ground of the discrimination exem- 
Dlified in its terms. It is true that cer- 
tain manufacturing interests in Can- 
ada very considerably increased their 
foreign trade as a _ result of the 
Treaty, but this advantage to such 
interests was secured at the expense 
of the dairy industry of Canada and 
consumers of raisins, for the duty on 
raisins coming into Canada from the 
United States was raised so as to per- 
mit the Australian raisins to enter 
Canada, thus raising the price to the 


Canadian consumer, and the _ tariff 
which existed on butter, eggs and 
meat, and other farm produce was 
reduced. ‘ 


The greatest harm was done to the 
dairying industry by the extension 
of the provisions of this Treaty by 
Order-in-Council to New Zealand, 
which shipped during the few months 
since the Treaty was extended to New 
Zealand, forty million dollars worth 
of farm produce into Canada. The

However; the government at all 
times had been willing to withdraw it 
for another year to permit of more 
discussion, and in the hope of having 
public opinion crystallize more\ sub- 
stantially in its favor. 

It had been deemed advisable in 
the interests of education i. withdraw 
it and review the whole educational 
system in the coming year.

Excerpts from Newspaper Law, 
printed for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard- 
ing same: 

LA postmaster is required to give 
notice by letter (returning the paper 
does not answer the laws) if the sub- 
scriber does not take the paper out of 
the post office nad state the reason 
for its not being taken. Any neglect 
to do so makes the postmaster re- 
sponsible to the publisher for pay- 
ment. 


2. If any person orders his paper

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: 


discontinued he must pay all arrears 
or the publisher may continue to send 
it until payment is made and collect 
the whole amount whether the paper 
is taken from the office or not. There 
can be no legal discontinuance until 
payment is made, 


3. Any person who takes a paper 
from the post office, whether directed 
to his name or another, or whether 
he subscribes or not, is responsible for 
payment, 

4. If a subscriber orders his paper 
stopped at a certain time and the pub- 
lisher continues to send it, the sub- 
scriber is bound to pay for it if he

WHY KEEP OLD HENS? 


In discussing methods of increasing 
egg production F. C. Elford, Domin- 
ion Poultry Husbandman, asks the 
very pertinent question, “why keep old 
hens?” He provides the answer by 
citing official figures from tests con- 
ducted by the Experimental Farms 
Branch of the Dominion Dept. of 
Agriculture showing that when pullets 
are tested ‘against hens the average 
yearly profit over cost of feed is, for 
the pullet $3.34 and for the hen, $1.66; 
presented in another way, it costs 20 
cents to produge one dozen eggs 
through pullets as against a per-dozen 
cost-of 85 cents with old hens. It is 


also pointed out that it takes 60 eggs. 


to pay for the cost of the bird, and 
any pullet or hen which doesn’t lay at 
least this number is just a bill of ex- 
pense. There are a number of “good 
ways of getting hens that will lay a 
profit over their cost and keep.

“This meeting is called for the 
nomination of persons to fill the 
offices of Mayor of the City for the 
ensuing year, and of five Aldermen 
for the next ensuing two years; Also 
of four Trustees of the Edmonton 
Public School District No. 7 and of 
four Trustees for the Edmonton 
Roman Catholic School District No. 
7, both for the next ensuing two 
years.” 

“ Tam now ready to receive nom- 
inations.” 

Thus the Returning Officer opens 
the procedure for the election of 
representatives for 1930. Are there 
any candidates? Ere the clock strikes 
twelve there are thirty-four; viz., 4 
Mayoralty, 16 Aldermanic, 10 Public 
School, 4 Separate School. The Sep- 
arate Scool is an acclamation so the 
new members go home and enjoy 
their new (or renewed) dignity and 
responsibilities. The remaining thirty 
hie off to their respective committee 
rooms and complete their plans for a 
hectic campaign consisting. of 26 
public meetings which have been 
arranged by and at the expense of the 
city, to be completed within the 6 
day cycle; this does not, however, 
complete their cup of woe, for Com-

munity Leagues, Womens’ Clubs, 
Service Clubs; Workshop. dinner 
hours, Pink Teas and Bazaars. all 


issue commands (beg pardon, “Invita- 
tions”) for addresses and are seldom 
disappointed, at least so far as 
attendance is concerned though pos- 
sibly the expected asgurances of 
favours to be distributed are not all 
that is hoped for, 


At the public meetings time is al- 
lotted according to the number of 
speakers, usually five minutes. It is 
claimed that there have been known 
cases where the candidate has, to his 
inevitable introduction of himself, 
(something after this style, ’m, ’m, 
‘J am John Smith and I solicit your 
vote’) found time to add some few 
words on the subject of “Why I am 
a candidate,” but the claim is not well 
authenticated. 

The final and fateful day arrives 
and then comes the voter’s cup of 
grief, for in addition to selecting a 
suitable representation from the 
choices offered he has to decide on 
the merits (or otherwise) of a batch 
of ten money by-laws and in addition 
decide whether or not he is in favour 
of ‘the plebiscite for extending the 
Wednesday half-holiday. 

For the taking of all these votes a 
staff of 107 Presiding Officers, 214 
Poll Clerks, to say nothing of 
constables, in addition to the Return- 
ing Officer and Deputy are required 
and some forty polling places are 
used. The 8 hour day act is suspend- 
ed .for this occasion and operations 
are continued until the final count 
is made and double checked. 

It is an exhausting day for the

The first returns arrive about 10 
o’clock and’ from then on until 1 a.m. 
a stream of worried ‘and tired 
deputies werd their weary way con- 
veying some 430 boxes to ‘the City 
Hall and the summing up. commences 
with six members of the Audit staff 
who tabulate the separate 
involving a little sum in simple (7?) 
addition running into 66 columns of 
108 lines each. Anon comes the wel- 
come cry of “Who goes home?” and 
the election 
proclamation by the Returning Of- 
ficer, after which-the victors receive 


the congratulations of their friends; 


and the losers console themselves 
}with the anticipation of “better luck 
next time.” 


And now, if only some person with : 


real genius would provide a way of 
ensuring that, having braved the 
rigors of the climate to go to the Poll 
(any party’s auto will do) the voters 
should make their votes effective by 
observing the clearly noted instruc- 
tions “how to vote’ (which is not 
synonymous with “for whom to vote,” 
a real public service would be ren- 
dered, par example, ‘the ballot reads 
“mark your ballot with a X,” (pro- 
nounced cross), believe it or not a 
few did literally mark “a X,” others 
prefer to say “yes,” (caligraphy 
somewhat scrawlly), while others 
(good natured souls) put a X against 
every name on “the list, being, | I 
am sure, lange-hearted enough to 


have thrown’ in a few extra if they- 


had known where to put them. 

The plebiscite brings forth a 
specia] ingenuity in devising means 
of evading the straight answer “yes” 
or “no”; some insist on writing it, 
some write “no” in the “yes” space, 
or vice versa, others strike out one 
word and possibly draw an underline 
under the other, their intention might 
correctly be inferred, and then again 
It might not, seeing that they are 
determined -not to follow the cours 
provided, they possibly would not 
mean what you thought they did. I 
have counted some sixty ways of 
spoiling ballots, the most prolific of 
which is by taking them to the booth 
for exercise and then returning them 
unmarked, a large percentage of 
those “rejected” are -in this cate 
gory. ‘ 

A few words about the Returning 
Officer; he must see that he secures 
competent, reliable officials and must 
earefully instruct .them in their 
duties, this should..be .done tboth 
orally and by printaa: Austructions; 
while each Deputy “is” furnished with 
a copy of the Charter it’ is obvious 
that he could not diggst all its pro- 
visions in the limited time available, 
I therefore select the most essential 
details governing the day’s procedure 
from the opening to the closing of the 
poll and completion of return and 
embody them in a letter of “Instruc- 
tions to Deputies.” I also invite 
questions from the deputies and find 
that the answer to one solves a like 
difficulty for another. I impress on 
them that they must avoid the 
temptation to assume judicial author- 
fy. and to stay by the letter of the 
Charter rather than be tempted to 
venture into legal interpretations, in 
fact about the only time a deputy is 
called upon to give a judicial decision 
is in case of a challenged ballot, in 
short, do faithfully and conscientious.

The following letter received by Mr. 
Cox at the last election from Mr. 
Gerald V. Pelton, Barrister, Edmon- 
ton, throws a light on some of the 
questionable practices at work during 
an election. The reply from Mr. J. 
C. F. Bown, Edmonton’s City Solicitor, 
who is recognized as an authority on; 
Municipal Law, should also prove 
interesting and of value to all. 


C. E. K. Cox, Esq., 

Returning Officer, 

Civic Building, Edmonton, Alta. 
Dear Sir: 

Without wishing to criticise the 
excellent efforts which you have 
always put forth to conduct civic 
elections as fairly as possible, I feel 
that your attention should be called 
to certain acts which were done 
during the recent civic campaign in 
order that precautions may be taken 
in other years to prevent their repe- 
tition. 

1. The publication in an Edmonton 
newspaper of a colorable imitation of 
‘the ballot for mayor contrary to pro- 
visions of Section 173 of the Hdmon- 
ton Charter. 

2. The circulation by one of the 
organizations among the voters of a 
circular containing among _ other 
things this false statement, “If you 
divide your vote you nullify it.” 

8. The use by a political organiza- 
‘tion as part of its name of the words 
“Civic Government” indicating thiat 
jthe association is sponsored by the 
Civic Government. I am suggesting 
to the City Council that a charter 
amendment: should be applied for, 
prohibiting the use of such a desig- 
nation. ar 

4. The taking into the polling 
booth of printed advertising tickets 
or slates containing the names of 
candidates selected by any political 
organization. At one polling station 
a voter found one of these advertis- 
ing tickets in each polling booth, and 
in another polling station a voter 
emerged: from the polling booth end! 
secured this advertising ticket from 
his wife, being apparently incapable 
of marking his ballot except with the 
assistance of this advertising ticket. 
The franchise was clearly intended 
to ibe exercised according to individ- 
ual choice of each voter, and that» is 
the reason why the placing of aver- 
tising matter in the polling booths has 
been prohibited by law. 


I feel sure that you have done all 
you could to prevent this practice, 
but I suggest that in future each 
deputy returning officer should be 
instructed to watch for such practice 
and to absolutely prohibit it. 

5. The conveyance jof ‘voters ‘to 
the poll with the information that the 
conveyance is supplied by some 
political organization, and the distri- 
bution of one of the advertising 
slates at the time of conveyance, 
being in effect in many cases, a 
species of reward in exchange for the 
support at the polls. It is possible 
that you have not power to interfere 
with those improper practices with- 
out a charter. amendment, but it is 
suggested that steps should be taken 
to prevent any actual infractions of 
existing law, and as far as possible 
to obviate practices: which verge 
closely on undue influence, petty in- 
ducement, and other questionable 
practices.

I Have looked this letter over and 
I do-.not see that the Returning 
Officer ‘can do much to avoid the 
evils mentioned. If any of the mat- 
ters mentioned are an offence against 
[cones 173 to 177 of the Charter, any 
| person has-a right to prosecute, but 
there is nothing making it incumbent 
upon the Returning Officer to prose- 
leute alleged offences. . 

As to No. 2, circulation ‘of a cir- 
cular containing the words, “If -yeu 
divide your vote, yau nullify it”; the 
use of such circulars does not appear 
to be prohibited; neither does the 
use of the name ‘Civic ‘Government 
Association” appear to be prohibited, 
and it is a matter of policy whether 
the Council should apply for a Charter 
amendment to prevent any person 
using such terms. 

As to No. 4, it seems to me to be 
impossible for a Returning Officer to 
prevent this practice, as any voter 
may have a list of the persons he 
interids to vote for or a similar list 
supplied him in his possession, and he 
may leave it in the polling booth after 
he has voted. The only way such a 
thing could be prevented would be 
for the Returning. Officer to increase 
his staff and have someone go into

guilty of an offence, and in order to

PLANNING A 
WATER SYSTEM. 


By W. E. ZINKAN 
Civil Engineer, Edmonton 
(Research Bulletin) 


These days when the Province as a 
whole’ and many municipalities in 
particular are thinking in terms of 
the ,City Beautiful in conjunction 
with utility a few words on the ‘above 
subject may not be amiss. 

Present day thought is rapidly 
assimilating the principal that utility 
and esthetics may be well combined, 
and that roughness of* outline and 
carelessness in architectural propnr- 
tion are not necessary adjuncts either 
of strength or of service. In other 
words, visible public works are in- 
completely constructed if there has 
been no endeavor to :‘make them 
attractive as well as operative, and 
underground construction fails to 
meet the conception of the modern 
city plan unless careful thought has 
been taken to serve the convenience 
of the citizen as well as his necessi- 
ties. Pleasing features of building 
and landscape are perfectly possible 
of attainment at reasonable cost. . The 
tearing up of well paved streets is a 
relic of a less civilized age, and ugly 
unkempt reservoir surroundings ‘be- 
speak ignorance of up to ‘date water- 
works planning.

DEMONSTRATION 
ON POSSIBILITIES _ 
OF ELECTRICITY 


Wetaskiwin women will have the 
opportunity next week of learning, 
from one ‘of the best known home 
economists in the country, the most 
efficient way of utilizing the many 
latent possibilities of electricity in the 


home. The economist in question is| 


‘Miss E. Frances Thompson, who is in- 
ternationally known for her work in 
household economics. She holds dip- 
lomas for dietetics and home econ- 
omies awarded ‘by the Board uf Edu- 
caticm™in England; and lectured for 
several years on these subjects in 
Lendon day and eveningeschools as 
home economist for the London Coun- 
ty Council. In Canada she has ad- 
dressed numerous women’s organiza- 
tions throughout Ontario and the 
Maritime Provinces. ; 

Miss Thompson is to lecture here 
on Thursday afternoon of next week 
from 2:30 to 4:30 in the afternoon 
and from 8 to 10 o’clock in the eve- 
ning. She is to speak on the subject 
of electricity in the home. 

Her eddresses are based on the be- 
lief that the average woman is liable 
to be almost bewildered by the var- 
iety of uses for electricity that hav2 
been developed during the last few 
years with a view to lightening house- 
hold tasks. 

Miss Thompson is one of the few 
women who have devoted lengthy 
study to the development of the most 
efficient method of utilizing.all these 
electric servants. The result of her 
labors has been extremely interestng, 
and it is the benefit of these resear. h- 
es that she plans to give to her We- 
taskiwin audience. 

Through the courtesy of the Elks, 
the meeting will be held in the Blks 
Hall, where 2. model electric kitchen 
has been installed in miniature. Miss 
Thompson is speaking under the aus- 
pices of the Calgary Power Cc and 
Whyte & Orr, Ltd. H. Templeman, 
and the Canadian General Electric 
Co. According to Mr. Horner, man- 
ager of the Canadian General Electric 
Co., invitations have been sent out to 
tall women’s organizations whose 
names could be obtained. Neverthe- 
less, Mr. Horner pointed out that 
many omissions were inevitable; and 
he emphasized that any women inter- 
ested in the use of electricity in the 
home would be welcome whether she 
had received an invitation or not.
